The Provisional Organizing Committee for a Marxist- 
Leninist Communist Party (POC) Fifth National Conference was

The main conference report v/as made by ARMANDO ROMAN, 
National General Secretary. In a speech of about 3-| hours in 
length, ROMAN analyzed POC activity for the preceding year. He 
indicated that POC work was progressing satisfactorily and all pro- 
grams were being carried out. He reiterated the POC stand that 
Premier KHRUSHCHEV'S policy proposes revisionism and that the 
people of the U.S.S.R. are being taken for a ride by the wrong 
party down the wrong road. He said the POC stands one hundred 
per cent for the policy stated and followed by Albania and 
Communist China. He discussed Latin America and criticized the 
attitude of the United states toward Latin American countries. 
He stated that after many years of deception from the United 
States the people are tired of waiting. He said the U.S. 
Alliance for Progress has been a failure, as the people do not 
understand it and are skeptical as under this new program the help 
is given in the same manner as before. He stated that the time has 
come and the POC is now trying to establish contacts in Latin Amer- 
ica. He spoke of | '^'^^ New York POC and his trip 
to the -n/Mp-i LopnhM/> t.tM t-lag been very helpful in this 
respect. | |has been working with revolu1;ionary forces 



there and through this has contacted people from other Latin ^'^^ 
American countries. He said these and other contacts will be of 
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great value to the POC. He said that follomng his tour eaiier 
this year of POC hranches^ he was very optimistic for growth In 
the POC and a gain in recognition for the POC. 

Following ARMANDO ROMANES speech^ the conference con- 
vened for lunch.

I She discussed the members of the POC who hav e been con- 
troversial during the preceding year. She discussed I 1 
who stayed in the POC for a short period. She said he was a 
formefymember and believes he was sent to the POC in order to spy 
and try to infiltrate the POC with revisionist theory. She stated 
that ! n met with the POC staff three or four times because the 
staff wanted to know what his aims were. She said he took the 
opportunity of these meetings in order to bring out the policy 
of the CP and to try and convince the POC that they have to go 
along with the CP in order to achieve the aims of both organiza- 
tions. She said that he found a lot of opposition to this and 
found it was impossible to change the minds of the POC members. 
She stated that as he failed on his mission he discontinued 
his POC activity and went back to the CP. 



I I then discussed "fcl^® teacher^ 

stating that he was petty bourgeoisie and had in his mind ideas 
which were not in accord with the struggle of the workers. She 
stated he was a very critical person and criticized the way the 
POC discusses the political policy of the United States Govern- 
ment. He also disagreed with the POC's criticism of Premier b6 
KHRUSHCHEV for trying to bring a new line into the international b7c 
Communist movement. She stated his behavior was such that he

done by the Puerto Rlcan Committee to Defend the Cuban Revolu- 
tion • He stated that this committee was first organized under 
the temporary presidency of ANTONIO RIVAS but little work was 
done. He said that after the July 26 Movement was removed from 
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the political sQe ne in Mew York C ity, the committee was under 
the leadership of I l as President. Since this time 

the committee has "been doing everything possible in order to 
support the Cuban revolution. He stated that some indoor meetings 
have been held, contacts have been made and leaflets distributed. 
He stated that he felt even this had not been enough because 
the committee has not been able to rally round it those forces 
who can be capable of organizing a real mass movement to back the 
Cuban revolution. He stated that the Trotskyites and the members 
of the CP, disguised as various committees, have been using the 
Cuban revolution. He stated that these people, while saying 
they are for the Cuban revolution are actually "^^^^yinCj, to demoral- 
ize and antagonize the workers and those who sympathize/the 
Cuban cause. He called on the conference to give this committee 
its full support in order that the wor& can be done in the right 
way.

in thinking of the Communist Party (CP) and the APU. He said j^^^ 
the APU and the CP are very close and that both are Marxist- 
Leninist, pro- socialist, but are apart. They are apart because, 
one, the APU regards all electoral activity unrealistic and 
useless, and, two, the APU, in the public mind, is believed to

have an ant i- electoral viewpoint. He said that, historically, 
this is the posture of Latin American countries. In Latin 
American countries, elections are not a useful policy; they 
mislead the people. He said that if he had been bom and 
raised in the United States, he would probably view this 
differently, but as it applies to Puerto Rico, he thinks the 
anti-electoral policy is correct. 

In respfinfle to the belief that the APU uses extrane 
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measures, ! Jdenied this. He said the APU does not 

favor terrorism, and the public image of this is "FBI propaganda." 
He said the APU believes that a majority of the people is 
necessary to dictate a policy of a cotintry. He does not believe 
that a minority could install itself in leadership. 

oucsxoe oS. fuyii.0 idco to furnish material help to the APU and" 
other pro-ind^)sndence groups in Puerto Rico. He said that 
even though the organization's tactics are different, they should 
be supported. He continued that the APU is the only Marxist 
org^ization that is functioning in Puerto Rico. The Communist 
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Party of Puerto Rico (PGP) is a shadox^ and does nothing. 
The Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR) is in a similar 
situation. He complained that the APU has no money for 
transportation of its members to visit potential members in 
Puerto Rico. It has no money to publish newspapers and 
periodicals. He said that he personally owes $690.00 in 
back rent. Despite this, the APU is trying to carry out 
the fight against imperialism. 



In response to this, 



stated that it was true 



that the anti-electoral policy is not a Marxist viewpoint, but 
he conceded that what is good for one country may not be good 
for another. He agreed that possibly if he had lived in 
Puerto Rico, he, too, might agree with the anti-electoral 
policy . As to the terrorism and extreme acts of the APU, 



stated he was glad to hear| |deny this. He 



called attention to the activities of the IWI'R and pointed 
out that this is the best proof of all that terrorism sets 
back the struggle for independence. 



[ continued that the various divided groups of 
Marxists in Puerto Rico is not a good situation. He agreed 
that three or four groups believe in the sane principles, but 
p.nni d Tint, un derstand why they were apart. He stated he agreed 
with ! [ in the need to find a common denominator for all 

these organizations as a basis for uniting them. He stated 
that he did not fchg^nk the PGP would serve as an Instrument 
to do this, as it do es not have the capacity, leadership, 
or wisdom to do so, | | was openly critical of JUAN SANTOS 
RIVERA, PGP leader, stating that while he was a well-meaning, 
devoted man, he was just not able to gi^ the quality of 
leadership needed. 



As to the uniting of these Marxist groups, I I 
concluded that it would be a slow process; however, with all 
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these groups working toward the same end, although separate, 
they would gain strength in the struggle, and that a merger 
would occur* Tlie merger would be the result of th& Marxists in 
each group moving toward a new united group •

continue their separate activities and that each should be 
supported • Help should be given to all organizations fighting 
for independence and against imperialism.* He said that the 
APU deserves assistance and that he is talking to "other 
comrades" (the inference here is 'lnternational!Owho want to 
help, are prepared to help, but don't know how or through 
whom to help.

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9/24/62 

Juan Ennaanuelli arrived in New York City approximately 
S/IM(>2 to find out if he could get some kind of labor organiza- 
tion to affiliate or work with the Syndicato (H9toero Insular 
(SOI) , the labor union with which Enmanuelli is associated 
in Puerto Rico. 

Ennnanuelli on his arrival in New York City stayed 
for several davB at the Alflmao Hoi»oi and_then moved to the 



residence of 



Bronx, New York. 



Emmanuelli indicated that in the future the SOI is 
going to be a real mass organization; however, they will need 
some help, financial and otherwise, until they are able to 
have sufficient income to meet their expenses. Emoanuelli 
indicated that they also need some affiliate group in the 
United States, as most of the companies in Puerto Rico are 
subsidiaries of companies long established in the United States, 
such as, General Electric (GE) and International Plastics.

Eusnanuelli indicated that the SOl'o main purpose 
is to fight the internationals in Puerto Rico and chaoe 
them out of the Island in order to create a wholeaome and 
real Puerto Rican workers* labor union. 

On 9/18/62, Emnnn uelli met with Armando Roman of 
the POC. They discussed the past behaviour of the old Communist 
Party (CP) concerning the work to be carried out in PUerto Rico 
in which the CP, USA was never intereated. They indicated that 
the only thing the CPUSA gave the Puerto Rican movement was lip 
service. They also indicated that whenever financial help was 
due, the CPUSA always found a way of backing out, leaving the 
burden on the shoulders of the Puerto Rican reoidente in New York 

E^smanuolli explained to Roman that his trip to New 
York was to be a short one but was very necessary, as the SOI 
needed some kind of help in order to carry on its work. He 
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explained that this help has to be both econonlc and material. 
He explained that they will need about three cars because the 
cars they have are almost out o£ service, and they are also 
going to try and publish a labor paper, but the only facilities 
available are those of Emmanuel-11 * s printing plant, which is 
badly in need of additional equipment. 

Einm a n uelli said that as he is busy in organizational 
work, he is not able to care for the printing plant, but has 
put Rafael Romero in charge. He indicated Romero is doing a 
very good job, because he convinced hio brother, who is a 
Linotype operator, to work with him. 

Roman told Emmanuelli that there have been differences 
in the past, but they have to be forgotten when situations like 
this arise, for which he blames the CP leaders in New York for 
their lack of interest in the labor movement in Puerto Rico. 
He blamed the CPUSA for its lack of encouragooumt and for not 
giving help to the CP in Puerto Rico. 

They then discussed Juan Santos Rivera, who is 
President of the CP in Puerto Rico. They broughe out that 
Rivera is receiving, on behalf of his son, a veteran of the 
Korean War who is now in a wheelchair, about $600.00 per month. 
They indicated that because of this Rivera io now trying not 
to do anything or attempting to rally tha workers in Puerto 
Rico who would be willing to join the Party.

installations in Party offices and in the homes of leading 
' CP functionaries. At 10:00 p.m., on IO/I9/62, NY 694-S* 
advised SA ALEXANDER C. BURLINSON as follows: 

Earlier on the evening of IO/19/62, NY 694-S* conferred 
for the second time on that date with GUS HALL, CPU3A - 
General Secretary, concerning the above mentioned allegations 
by LEVINE, and concerning arrangements made by ISIDORE 
GIBBY NEEDLEMAN with SPINDEL with respect to the latter ' s 
checking of CPUSA headquarters and the home of GUS HALL for 
microphones and wire taps. 



HALL stated that he was extremely anxious to 
Identify the alleged FBI informant who, according to LEVINE, 
.is a member of the CPUSA National Committee. HALL' said that 
the Party would make every effort to get to LEyiNE| that the 
information LE7INE could furnish concerning the EBI v/ould 
be Invaluable to the Party; and that to obtain such 
Information the Party was prepared to pay any amount of 
money. 
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
